NOTE: The proposed amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. For example, claim 19 has been amended to recite, "A method of promoting successful regeneration and 
functional reconnection of damaged neural pathways in a mammal, comprising administering a therapeutically or prophylactically effective 
amount of at least one oligonucleotide having a sequence at least 80% identical to a sub-sequence of SEQ ID NO:1, comprising 8 to 50 
nucleobases, wherein said sequence is capable of hybridizing sufficiently with the region encompassing the translation initiation of the open 
reading frame of the gene encoding Transforming growth factor beta receptor II and mimetics, variants, salts or optical isomers of said 
sequence". It should be noted that the term, "or a region of the mRNA encoding Transforming growth factor beta receptor II which is a 
"loop" or "bulge" and which is not part of a secondary structure" has been deleted from claim 1 9. Because the term, "or a region of the 
mRNA encoding Transforming growth factor beta receptor II which is a "loop" or "bulge" and which is not part of a secondary structure" is 
no longer recited in claim 19, further consideration and/or search would be required to examine the claim as now amended.
